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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is issued in response to applicant's amendment filed 3/3/2005. 

2. Claims 52-73-, and 75-76, are allowed. Claims 1-51 and 74 are canceled. No claims were 
added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
independent claims 52, 63, and 73, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the steps the 
first storage medium does not include the rated version accessing a database stored on a second 
storage medium, the database containing, for each of the plurality of ratings choices, a secondary 
database comprising information identifying at least a portion of a scene of the work having an 
assigned content ratings level which bears a predetermined relationship to the ratings choice and 
reproducing scenes of the work in accordance with the information in the secondary database 
corresponding to the rating input, in conjunction with remaining claim provisions is not taught or 
suggested, or obvious over the prior art of record or that encountered in searching the invention. 

4. The dependent claims, 53-62, 64-72, and 75-76 being further limiting to the independent 
claims, definite and enabled by the Specification are also allowed.
